CROP PROSPECTS. 
The Peach Crop W ill He Above the 
A verage—Olive Culture, etc. 
S an* F r a n c isc o, April Sth.—Crop reports 
received to-day by the California Associ­ 
ated Press from all the grain and fruit­ 
growing counties in California show, on 
on the whole, excellent prospects for the 
coming harvest, notwithstanding the fears 
entertained that the heavy rainfall during 
the past winter would have a detrimental 
eiiect. 
The wheat crop will be a good three- 
quarters of last year’s yield. The shortage 
is partially due to the change from grain to 
fruit. The hay crop will be about an aver­ 
age in quantity aud quality. 
The prune crop promises to he the best 
and largest ever gathered. This is due to 
the increased number of orchards coming 
into bearing. The reports also show that a 
large number of new prune orchards were 
set out this spring. 
Peaches will be more than an average 
crop, while apricots will be a very light 
crop. The constant rains and cold winds 
rotted the buds. A marked future shown 
by this year's fruit reports is a largely in­ 
creased acreage being set out to olives.’This 
fruit, which previously had figured in only 
three counties to any extent, is now being 
grown and planted in about twenty coun­ 
ties, and in all cases is reported to have a 
most promising outlook. 
S alin as, April Sth.—The grain crop will 
fall short in acreage on account of tlie un­ 
favorable weather for planting. Hay crops 
will be abundant. Fruit crops are in their 
infancy in this county. 
H a n f o r d , April 8th.—All kinds of grain 
and hay are good. Apricots are full. Other 
fruits are cut some, but not enough to make 
the crop light. 
A cbcrn, April Sth.—The weather is de­ 
lightful to-day. There will be heavv crops 
of hay in this vicinity. Cherries will be a 
fall crop. Plums and prunes, are light, 
peaches a fair crop. It is too early to tell 
much about oranges and olives. All the 
fruit trees are from two to three weeks late 
iu coming out. 
M odesto, April Sth.—The crop outlook in 
Stanislaus county is the best for a cumber 
of years. The acreage sown to grain is not 
as large as in former years, owing to the 
heavy rains during the winter obstructing 
plowing. The hay aud fruit crops are un­ 
usually promising. 
. 
B is h o p, April Sth.—The prospects o f all 
crops in Owens valley are excellent. Fruit 
is late on accouut of the cold weather con­ 
tinuing until recently, but the crop will be 
good. There will be an abundant irrigat­ 
ing supply this year. The crops of prunes, 
peaches and apricots, as well as other 
•rui's, will be good. No olives are grown 
here. Owing to the number of new or­ 
chards planted, no estimate of the trees or 
acreage can be given. 
T ulare, April 8th.—The acreage of grain 
in Tulare countv is a round half million. 
All looks well itow, but the late sown be­ 
gins to need rain. Less than an inch of 
rain fell in March, and up to this time in 
April, but a few showers from now on will 
make the output tor Tulare for 1890 4,500,­ 
000 centals. 
THE PROHIHITION'ISTS.

S a n F r an c isc o, April Sth.—The Silver 
Star House, on the corner of Pacific and 
Sansome streets, is the headquarters of the 
Prohibition party in this city, and it is 
thither that ,he delegates to the conven­ 
tion, which meets to morrow, wend their 
way to report iheir arrival in the city and 
discuss the prospects of the party in the 
next campaign. The number of delegates 
so far reported is comparatively few, being 
mainly from the extreme northern and 
southern portions of the Stale. 
It is expected, however, that there will 
be a considerable influx to-morrow from 
the counties in the immediate vicinity of 
this city. 
Although there will be 086 persons en­ 
titled to seats in the convention, it is not 
believed that there will be over HOOpresent 
in person, the others being represented by 
proxies. Thus Los Angeles, which is en­ 
titled to 112 seats, will be represented by 
from six to ten delegates, who come sup­ 
plied, however, with proxies for the rest of 
their associates. San Diego will be repre­ 
sented by two delegates, who will swing 
thirty votes, and the same order of things 
is expected from all the far-away counties. 
Large delegations are expected from So­ 
noma, Santa Clara, Alameda, and other 
counties lrom which access is easy. 
The convention, as stated yesterday, will 
assemble at 11 a. m., and will be called to 
order by Rev. George Morris, while Charles 
Henderson will act as Secretary. The 
nomination of General Bidwell is now a 
foregone conclusion, the delegations from 
the Southern portion of the State having 
jjeen instructed to cast their votes for him. 
The great strength shown by General Bid- 
well will undoubtedly bring to his aid all 
all those who wish to be with the winning 
side, and at present the outlook is very 
favorable to General Bidwell obtaining 
the unanimous vote of the convention for 
Governor. 
Sonoma county’s delegation have a little 
private fight of their own on hand, being 
desirous of knocking out the Sunday-law 
plank which was inserted in the last plat­ 
form. There is some danger of this pro­ 
ceeding creating a breach in the harmony 
of the convention, as some of the delegarte 
are reported to be wedded as closely to this 
plank as they are to the prohibition plank.

THE NATIONALISTS. 
The First Convention of «he Club» in 
California. 
S a n F r an c isc o, April Sth.—A few min­ 
utes after 10 o'clock this morning Mrs. 
Addie L. Ballou, President of the Central 
Nationalist Ciub, called the first meeting of 
the Nationalist Convention to order in 
Metropolitan Hall. 
In the opening address Mrs Ballou said : 
“We must recognize equity and justice; the 
representation of the people by the people. 
If anyone has come here with anything up­ 
permost in his mind except our principles 
let it die at once. The world outside has 
turned a million eyes upon us. YVe are 
not working for office nor for preferment, 
but principle, and while we uphold them 
let ns not forget the fact that we are not to 
swerve from that line of duty. If anyone 
has come here with a slate made up or has 
that intention in his mind, let the slate, 
when it is presented, be broken into atoms. 
Right must triumph. To those unaccus­ 
tomed to women in politics it might seem 
strange that a woman should call you to 
order, but it is time politics had some cor­ 
rections, and if woman can do it she should 
be intrusted with that work.” 
At the conclusion of Mrs. Ballou’s address 
a recess of forty minutes was taken, so that 
the credentials of the delegates could be 
presenled. 
At the conclusion of the reading of the 
list it was announced that fourteen proxies 
were in attendance and also four alternates. 
An adjournment was taken until 2 o’clock. 
At the afternoon session W. C. Owens 
was chosen President, J. B. McCormack, 
H. B. Witshire, H. C. Wiseman, Addie L. 
Ballou, Laura DeForce Gordon and J. W. 
Owens Vice-Presidents. 
Committees on order of business, organi­ 
zation and resolutions were appointed and 
the meeting adjourned. 
That the Convention is divided is not 
questioned, but as yet the factional features 
are not of a pronounced nature, but they 
will be shown, it is said, when the selection 
of officers is made. In speaking about 
the opposing sides, one delegate said 
this morning in conversation: “I did 
not come 500 miles to listen to petty 
wrangling. My idea is to get Nationalism 
on a working basis. I shall learn for my­ 
self the exact state of affairs, and if this 
Convention does not mean business from 
the start the first train home takes me 
back.” 


SAN FRANCISCO NOTES. 
Case» on Trial—Earnings of the Central 
Faelfic Railroad. 
S a n F r an c isc o, April 8th. — Walter 
Flynn is on trial in the United States Court 
ou a charge of concealing property stolen 
from the United States mail. 
Archibald McKinnon, tried for robbery 
of the mail in Trinity county, was ac­ 
quitted. 
Eric Erickson, charged with the same 
oflense, while awaiting trial escaped from 
the County Jail and is still at large. The 
testimony showed that a quantity of prop­ 
erty, the result of robbery, was found in 
possession of the prisoner. The case will 
be resumed to-morrow. 
Secretary Miller reports for the year end­ 
ing with the close of March, the gross earn- 
i igsof the Central Pacific $15,530,215. The 
operating expenses being deducted leaves a 
net profit of $1,350.000. 
Superintendent Fillmore returned from 
a tour of inspection of the southern por­ 
tion of the State and Baid it had been a 
hard winter for the Southern Pacific. The 
company will make extensive repairs. All 
is running smoothly now. The prospect 
for a good wheat crop weie never better. 
The outlook for frnit is good. 
Thomas Keane, of the firm of Keane 
Bros., well-known dry goods merchants, 
died this evening of quick consumption. 
Representatives of the Native Sons and 
other organizations visiled the Directors of 
the Mechanics' Institute and ssked them 
to postpone the opening of tbe fair until 
after the Admission Day celebration. They 
will meet next Thursday to take action on 
the proposition. 


NICARAGUA CANAL. 
The First Contract I» Secured by a W ell- 
knowu California Firm . 
S a n F rancisco, April 8th.—Thefirst con­ 
tract let by the Nicaragua Canal Company 
has been secured by C. P. Treat A Co , of 
this city. The contract calls for the build­ 
ing of ten miles of railroad, from the 
mouth of the San Juan to the canal locks 
of the Atlantic divide. The work will be 
completed in about four months, and will 
cost from $150,000 to $200,000. 
As the greater portion of the.route is 
over low and swampy ground, considerable 
piling and filling in with earth will be nec­ 
essary. When the railroad is completed 
there will be transported over it the ma­ 
chinery to be used in excavating the great 
ship locks and in cutting through the At­ 
lantic divide. 
W hen this cut is completed there will be 
continuous slack water from the third At­ 
lantic lock, thirty-three miles from the 
Caribbean Sea to the highest of the three 
locks on tbe Pacific side, a distance of 120 
miles, the distance from cceau to ocean be­ 
ing 170 miles. 
Mr. Harris, of the firm of C. P. Treat & 
Co., says that he and his partners are pre­ 
pared to take any or ail of the contracts for 
building the remainder of the caual, and 
that machinery would be used wherever 
practicable. In buying supplies and pro­ 
visions San Francisco would be given the 
preference. 
THE HLYTHK TRIAL. 
A llegations that He Sent M oney to Deasy 
iu {sacramento. 
S a n F r an c isc o, April Sth.—Nothing of a 
startling character was developed in the 
Blythe case this morning. Onlv one wit­ 
ness, Washington Meeks, testified, but to 
nothing new. Tne greater portion of the 
morning session was consumed in reading 
the affidavit of Feiix Tracy, sgent of Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s Express at Sacramento, in 
which he deposed that no money was ever 
received from San Francisco by Jeromy 
Deasy through that company. 
He said he had thoroughly examined the 
books for the year 1S77, when Deasy testi­ 
fied that Blythe sent him $1,700 with which 
to defeat the bill allowing females to sue 
for perpetual alimony. The only name 
discovered by Tracy at all resembling 
Deasy was that of “J. Dace.” who he sub­ 
sequently identified as a confectioner. The 
object of Tracy's affidavit was to discredit 
Deasy’s evidence, who claimed to have sus­ 
tained confidential relations with Blythe.

DESTRUCTIVE W INDS. 
The Town of Norwalk D evastated—Sev­ 
eral Lives Lost—Other Losses. 
( l e v e l a n p (O ). April 8th.—A cyclone 
struck Norwalk, O , about 5 o’clock this 
afternoou. 
The storm otiue from the 
northwest and swept a track about halt a 
mile wide from the eastern limits of the 
citv for quite a long distancoin the countrv. 
The umbrella factory of Sprague & 
French, in which about thirty young 
women are employed, was practically de­ 
molished. Many of the girls escaped, 
while others were caught. Dora Palmer, 
aged 19. received fatal injuries. Nellie 
Harding, Miss Brush, and several others 
whose names are not given, received severe 
injuries. 
A number of barns and other small 
buildings were wrecked. Trees weie up­ 
rooted and fences torn down in all direc­ 
tions. 
At 7 o'clock another terrific storm visited 
the city, the wind blowing and hail-stones 
as large as hickory nuts falling smashing 
windows and demolishing green-houses. 
Much damage by the storm is reported all 
around Norwalk. 
D et r o it, April 8(h.—A tornado visited 
several cities and towns in the southern 
portion of the State at an early hour this 
morning, doing considerable damage. At 
Charlotte a number of residences, two mills 
and a great many out-buildings and chim­ 
neys were demolished. 
Fortunately no 
one was seriously hurt. 
In Trowbridge Township, Alleghany 
county, four or five farm houses and out­ 
buildings were demolished and six persons 
painfully hurt. 
Great havoc was wrought on the out­ 
skirts of Battle creek. 
At Kalamazoo a school-house and many 
residences were badly damaged. 
At Mt. Clemens a number of homes were 
partially wrecked and Mrs. Fred. Eber- 
lein killed by lightning. 
E ast L iv e r po o l (Ohio), April 9th.—A 
severe winu and lightning storm passed 
over this city this evening. The Methodist 
Church is badlv damaged, the steeple being 
demolished. The Central Telephone Ex­ 
change switch boards were burned out by 
lightning and all the service interrupted. 
C l e v e l a n d (Ohio), April 8th.—A terrific 
rain-storm visited Óberlin, Ohio, to-night, 
flooding cellars and business houses on 
College street to the depth of four feet. 
Tbe water rose rapidly in Plumb Creek, 
and people on the flats expect to be com­ 
pelled to leave their home before morning. 
D e n v e r (Col.), April 8th.—A Julesburg 
special to the News says : A tornado visited 
this place this morning, doing damage to 
the extent of $2fi,000. Several business 
houses and qnite a number of dwelling 
houses in the track of the storm were 
blown down and the furniture destroyed or 
badlv damaged. A number of animals 
were killed, but as yet no human being is 
reported injured. 
B u r l in g t o n , April 8th.—Haw key e spec­ 
ials from Illinois report a fierce hail storm 
raged this afiernoon through Henderson, 
Hancock, Warren and McDonough coun­ 
ties, doing considerable damage to fruit 
trees, windows, etc. 
Hail stones are re­ 
ported in some cases nearly as large as 
hen’s eggs. A lively shower fell at Bur­ 
lington. 
R o bert s (111.), April Sth.—There was a 
tremendous hail-storm here last evening. 
It continued about ten minutes, and nearly 
all the window glsss of the west sides of 
the houses was broken. A great many of the 
hailstones were of phenomenal size, two 
being picked up of seven ounces weight. 
Several people caught out in the storm were 
severely bruised by the tremendous shower 
of ice. 
DESERT OF SAHARA. 
A Rig Schem e to Flood It From the Red 
Sea. 
N ew Y o r k , April 8th.—“Henry B. Sla- 
veu,” said a civil engineer of some note, 
"has just sailed for Egypt on what was 
given out as a pleasure trip, but I have 
reason to believe that there is a big scheme 
back of it, no less than the old one of cut­ 
ting a canal from the Red sea and flooding 
a large portion of tbe Desert of Sahara. 
Slaven, you know, made a pile of money 
out of his dredging contract at the east or 
easy end of the Panama Canal. He used 
to be a druggist in San Francisco, when he 
and his brother, so the story goes, bought 
of a poor inventor a patent by which dredg­ 
ing is done by steam through any kind ot 
soil. The Slavens have made a fortune, 
and, like most of the canal contractors, 
they got big payments for whatever they 
did tor the stocKholders so far away in 
France.” 
CHICAGO STRIKERS. 
The Cigar-m akers Successful—Carpenters 
Still Out. 
C h ic a g o , April Sth. — The plumbers’ 
strike is still on. At last night's conference 
tbe master plumbers agreed to pay a mini­ 
mum of $3 50 a day forall journeymen and 
an increase of 25 per cent, tor juniors. The 
journevmen plumbers are satisfied with 
this. The juniors, who struck to aid the 
journeymen, are not satisfied with the pro­ 
posed 25 per cent, increase in wages.

The cigar-makers have won their fight, 
and hereafter there will be none but union- 
made cigars in Chicago. 
It W as Grossly Exaggerated. 
P ro ph etsto w n (111.), April 8th —The 
Associated Press correspondent, who ar­ 
rived here this afternoon, finds the early 
reports of last night’s storms grossly exag­ 
gerated. In the track of the storm,'which 
was half a mile wide and a mile long, an 
elevator, three houses and several bams 
were wrecked and a number of other 
buildings were slightly damaged. There 
Were no fatalities. 
Edward Hammond, his wife and child, 
and the family of Clark Reynolds, were 
all painfully bruised and cut by the flying 
debris, but none of them are in a danger­ 
ous condition. The storm struck the town 
about 7 o'clock last evening and continued 
about ten minutes. The rainfall was two 
inches and the hail was very heavy. The 
tornado was local, no other points report­ 
ing it. The property damaged here will 
probably amount to $20,000.

L it t l e R ock (Ark.), April 9th.—Near 
Morrillton, a small town about forty miles 
from here, last night. J. D. Williams shot 
and instantly killed his father, Isaac Will­ 
iams. The latter attempted to whip his 
grown daughter with a crutch, which so in­ 
censed young Williams that ne drew a re­ 
volver and tired at his father. The bullet 
entered the head and death was almost in­ 
stantaneous R aising the Fares.

Their Pedigree. 
N e w Y o r k , April 8th.—The question 
having been raised concerning the effect 
the sales of California horses here have had 
upon the market for Eastern horses, several 
horse auctioneering firms have been inter­ 
viewed. All agree that the market has not 
been effected. The lollowing sums up the 
general opinion of the auctioneers: “Cali­ 
fornia men sold their horses on the basis of 
pedigree. There are many fanciers of pedi­ 
gree, hence good prices; but the average 
man buys a horse of which performance, 
instead of pedigree, is guaranteed. Regular 
buyers are as numerous as ever. Sporting 
men buy pedigrees, but men who make 
horse markets possible buy horseiiesh only. 
So the market is as lively as ever.” The 
general idea of the ancioneers seems to be 
to depreciate what they cali “pedigree 
sales.’’ No dissatisfaction with tne pur­ 
chases of California blood-horses has been 
expressed hv the purchasers.

DENMARK. 


King Christian is in trouble again. 
The irrepressible conilict between 
the 
Danish crown and the Danish Folkes- 
thing, or Parliament, lias been intensified 
by the recent dissolution of the uewly- 
elected Folkestbing by royal decree. 
The 
occasion of the dissolution was the refusal 
of the Legislature to indorse the demand 
of the King for a levy to raise 12,000,000 
crowns. 
The King wanted the money to 
strengthen the army and the defenses of 
the city of Copenhagen. 
The mouey 
could only be raised by putting a special 
tax on beer, and there the Danes drew the 
line— tax anything else, but beer, never. 
As a matter of fact, the consumers would 
have been imperceptibly affected, if at all, 
but the people are not in harmony with 
the throne at best, and the opi>ortunity to 
rebuke it could not be allowed to pass. 
The King in retaliation dissolves the 
Chamber, and the people will unquestion­ 
ably send up another stiffer in the baqk 
on the beer question than that which has 
just been sent home. 
Of course M. Es- 
trup, the King’s chief Cabinet counselor, 
and who is as cordially hated by the 
people at large as he is loved by the 
Crown, comes in for the largest share of 
abuse that is showered upon the Govern­ 
ment for its attempt to dictate to the 
representative 
body. 
For 
nine years 
past 
the 
Folkestbing 
has 
repeatedly 
refused to pass the annual budget for 
the support 
of the Government, and 
the throne has been compelled to issue 
royal decrees to get money enough to keep 
the royal machine running. 
One might 
suppose that in such a state of affairs there 
is danger of revolution and the overthrow 
of the monarchy. So there would he, were 
not the Danes hemmed in by monarchies 
and so guarded by crowned heads on all 
sides, with vast armies behind them, that 
the cause of the Democrats and the Lib­ 
erals is well nigh hopeless. 
The King of 
Denmark is the father, also, of a large 
family, and he has had the good fortune 
to marry his children off advantageously, 
and to place them on thrones in manv na­ 
tions, so that besides the surrounding of 
the kingdom with other kingdoms, the 
i»otent influence of the Germans on the 
one hand and the Russians on the other, 
Christian h is family ties that would bring 
him succor in case an assault were made 
ujion his throne. 
Nevertheless, the spirit 
of the people is democratic; they have a 
two-thirds majority in the Folkestbing; 
they make no concealment of their hatred 
for the Premier Estrup; they do obeis­ 
ance to the Crown, but vote steadilv 
against it; and so the hope may he enter­ 
tained that when the. democratic wave in 
Eunqve attains great magnitude and mo­ 
mentum, as some day it will, one of the 
lirst nations to throw off the yoke will he 
Denmark; not the 
first, but certainly 
among the first. 


B e c a u se the United States Supreme 
Court has decided that a State cannot fix 
railway rates at less than the cost of oper­ 
ating the road to carry the freight, the 
“ Farmer's Alliance,” of Minnesota, has 
sent out a protest and a demand that the 
Supreme 
Court lie abolished. This is 
sheer madness. 
Where would human 
rights in a republic find bulwarks of pro­ 
tection but for the Courts, and those free 
id uncontrolled ? 
Evidently the Farm­ 
er’s Alliance people have no loftier con­ 
ception of a law tribunal, than that it 
should decide as irresponsible bodies dic­ 
tate to it. 
(jueer law that would be, to be 
sure. Suppose that in consonance with the 
ideas of these insane people, the Supreme 
Court should be swept away, what guar­ 
antee would the farmers have that the 
next highest authority would not hold pre- 
ci.-clv as has the appeallate Court? 
Since 
it is simple justice, how could they expect 
any other decision ? 
If these Minnesota 
farmers had sense enough to see beyond 
their own noses, they would understand 
that to require one to so use his property 
that he will lose money by the process, is 
equivalent to confiscation, since there is no 
value in ownership that is not connected 
with enjoyment of the property and capac­ 
ity to make it contribute to one’s well lie- 
ing and comfort. 
If the railroads must 
carry at less than the absolute cost of the 
carriage, why may not the farmers be com­ 
pelled to furnish to the people grain for 
bread making at less than it costs to raLse 
the grain?__________ _____________ 


I n d ia n a p o l is proposes to hold a Street- 
paving C onvention, and 
has invited all 
paving inventors and com panies to send 
representatives to exem plify th eir claim s. 


N o subject related to m unicipal govern­ 
m ent is receiving a t th is tim e so m uch 
a tte n tio n as th a t of good streets. 
It is not 
confined to one or two or a dozen cities or 


tow ns, b u t th ere arc hundreds of places 
a g ita tin g th e question, “ W h at is th e m ast 
econom ic pavem ent ? 
M e ought to get a 


good deal of information from the Indian­ 
apolis Convention, but no paving inventor 
or agent should be permitted to sit in the 
body. 
The Convention should lie com­ 
posed wholly of citizens of towns and 
cities who are unrelated to any particular 
scheme of street improvement. 
But the 
paving men should be permitted to submit 
papers to the Convention. 
The literature 
thus gathered will be of especially high 
value, as from it there can be derived a 
valuable fund of information.

It was decided to have the unveiliDg 
take place on Saturday, M ay 3d. 
A t that 
tim e the country w ill be at its finest, and 
no section in the State presents a h an d ­ 
som er appearance in the spring tim e than 
th e historic foothills of E l Dorado. 
Com m issioner H ofm eister said th at in 
consultation 
w ith 
Mr. C am inetti—they 
both being N ative Sons—they had con­ 
cluded th at the m ost appropriate date would 
be ju st at the close of the G rand P arlor of 
th e N. S G. W ., w hich will adjourn at 
Chico on F riday, May 2d. 
On th at even­ 
ing delegates from every P arlo r in the 
State could com e to Sacram ento, and 011 
the n ex t m orning could take the excursion 
train for Placerville, w hence they will be 
conveyed to Coloma, n in e m iles distant, in 
carriages. 
A nother arg u m en t in favor of th e 31 of 
M ay for the unveiling cerem ony, is the fact 
th at at th at tim e th e New E ngland Society 
of Pioneers w ill be here, m any of whom 
were in th e m ines of E l D orado in 1849, 
aud they no doubt w ould take advantage 
ot the opportunity to visit th eir old haunts. 
T he date was u nanim ously agreed upon, 
and th e follow ing com m ittees appointed : 
L iterary Exercises and M usic—C am inetti 
and M iller. 
Conveyances and Preparation of G rounds 
— H ofm eister. 
E xcursion T rain —M iller. 
Inv itatio n to Pioneers, Public Officials, 
N ative Sons, etc—H ofm eister and Carni- 
netti. 
Colonel A. F. Jones, of Oroville, was 
unanim ously selected as O rator of the 
Day, and his acceptance has been received. 
T ue Sacram ento Society of California 
Pioiteers will attend in a body, and their 
P resident, P . S. Law son, w ill deliver an 
address. 
Mr. H ofm eister, w ho has bad charge of 
th e construction, being a resident of Pia- 
cerville, m ade a detailed statem ent of the 
w ork th at had been accom plished. 
T he 
m onum ent proper was com pleted a year 
ago at a cost of $5,000, the entire amouD t 
of th e appropriation. 
Briefly described it 
is as follows: 
An artistic granite base 
tw enty foot square at th e bottom , th irty 
feet in bight. 
On top of th is granite stru c­ 
ture rests a bronze statue of heroic size, of 
the “gold discoverer.” 
It stands eleven 
feet high-m aking the entire structure forty- 
one feet. 
Jam es W . M arshall ow ned a sm all plat 
of th irty acres w ithin th e tow n site of Co­ 
lom a, and it was his request th at he should 
be buried on th e su m m it of M arshall hill 
the highest point on his place. 
It is about 
200 feet in hight, overlooking th e entire 
vailey, an d only a short distance from 
w here he discovered th e first nugget in 
1848. 
T he statue represents M arshall in th e 
garb of a p io n ee r; in his rig h t hand a 
nugget of gold, his left arm extended, his 
index finger pointing directly to the site of 
S utter's m ill. 
Mr. H ofm eister says the roads have all 
been built, except a sm all portion, w hich 
wii! be com pleted before the date of the 
unveihng. 
T his w ork and the fencing in 
o f the m onum ent w ith a suitable iron 
fence, and the im provem ent of the grounds, 
w hich now belong to th e State, was pro­ 
vided for by the last Legislature, w hich ap ­ 
propriated $4,000 ad ditional for th at p u r­ 
pose 
1 he m onum ent was designed and erected 
by I M arion W ells, of San Francisco, and 
is said by all w ho have exam ined it to be a 
w ork of art and one ot the finest statues in 
the State. 
Mr. W eils 110 doubt im agines 
that it is a good job, as he lost som e $1,500 
on his contract. 
A t a iate hour in th e afternoon the C om ­ 
m ission adjourned, to m eet in th e tow n of 
Colom a at the call o f the Chair.

The Board of Supervisors reconvened 
yesterday forenoon. Mr. Tebbets was ab­ 
sent when the roll was called, but put in 
an appearance about half an hour later. 
The first business taken up was the hear­ 
ing of Mr Plum m er and other persons in ­ 
terested in the reopening of an old county 
road in Hoad District No. 7, which, it was 
alleged, had been closed unlawfully by Mr. 
Flint, through whose ranch it runs. 
Mr. Plum m er addressed the Board, stat­ 
ing that the road was laid out in 1851, and 
had been traveled for twenty-five years. 
It was im portant to residents in that vicin­ 
ity that it should rem ain open. 
Supervisor Bates moved that the m atter 
be referred to the Committee on Roads, 
and Supervisor Greer favored the motion, 
but when Mr. Plum m er protested, Bates 
withdrew his motion and substituted one 
to the effect that the road be cleared of all 
obstructions. 
After considerable debate 
this motion was carried. 
Mr. Greer voted 
against it however, because he thought 
that F lint's side of the story should be 
heard. 
The m atter of the proposed changes in 
the boundariesjof Road District No. 3 which 
was partly heard Monday, came up for far­ 
ther hearing next, but on motion of Mr. 
Bates was postponed indefinitely. 
Road Overseer Chance reported to the 
Board that the funds in his district were 
entirely exhausted, and considerable work 
was necessary to be done im mediately on 
the roads. 
H e wanted to know if he could 
go ahead with the woik and have the bills 
paid out of the general road fund. The 
members of the Board thought this a good 
plan and promised to pay for the work. 
Ben. Leonard and a num ber of others 
wanted to address the Board in regard to a 
proposed new road which is to run through 
some ol Supervisor Bates' land. 
Bates, 
however, who is not in favor of the idea, 
insisted that non-consenting land-owners 
were allowed a m onth’s tim e by law in 
which to make 'h eir protest, and bv de­ 
m anding 'h is right 
shut ofi Leonard and 
the others, much to th e '1- diseust. 
The matter of opening a 
ew county 
road in the vicinity of Guthrie Cation was 
laid over until the May sessim of the 
Board, when the non-consenting land-own­ 
ers will be notified to appear before the 
Board. 
A recess was then taken until 2 r. m . 
AFTKBSOON SESSION. 
In the afternoon the recently advertised- 
for bids for paintiDg the County Hospital 
were opened and read to the Board by 
Clerk H am ilton. They were as follows: 
C. H . Rott ik. Co., $2,287; M. J. Keegan, 
$1,815: A. H. Clough of Galt $1,067 50: A. 
C.G ilund. $2,228; Smedberg A Mott, $2,333; 
Patrick Nash, $1,480; N. Stackhouse, $ 2 - 
000. 
On motion of Mr. Bates the bids were re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Contracts, with 
instructions to report at 10 o'clock this 
m orning. 
The complaint of Mrs. S. A. Belcher and 
others, against a neighbor named Patter­ 
son, to tbe effect that he was unlawfully 
narrowing a certain county road, was then 
taken up. 
This m atter has appeared be­ 
fore the Board on several previous occa­ 
sions, and has been the cause of no end of 
tribulation to tbe members. Mrs. Belcher, 
it appears, claims that the Sheldon road 
was laid out in 1872, and its width fixed at 
sixty feet. 
W ith the exception of that 
portion of the road which runs through 
Patterson s ranch, the road is at present 
sixty fee! in width. Patterson, however, 
w ants to add a little more to his barley 
field, and proceeded recently to set his 
fence out about twenty feet into the road, 
thus increasing the size of his field m ateri­ 
ally. 
Mrs Belcher says she takes a pride 
the Sheldon road and accordingly pro­ 
Nested against the action of Patterson, as 
did other residents in that vicinity. 
Patterson addressed the Board, and m ain­ 
tained that the road was never intended to 
be over forty feet in width. 
He accused 
Mrs. Belcher of being spiteful, and so on, 
and declared that the law would uphold 
his action. 
Mrs. Belcher replied quite sm artly, and 
Patterson and she engaged in a lively "You 
did—you didn't” match, until called to 
order by Chairman Ross. 
Mr. Tebbets suggested that the District 
Attorney 's office be appealed to, and accord­ 
ingly Assistant District Attorney Bruner 
was sent for. 
A long debate, in wich all hands partook, 
followed Mr. Bruner's declaration that the 
Board could not act in the matter, owing 
to the lack of proof as to tlie correct width 
of the road. 
A motion was made that the m atter be 
lain over until toe May session of the 
Board, but Patterson protested so vehe­ 
m ently that the motion was withdrawn. 
Patterson said he wanted to hear his “sen­ 
tence ' then and there. 
Mrs. Be., her made another spepch, and 
w a s assisted b y another lady friend, equally 
eloquent. 
Patterson became riled, anil 
a g a in was war imminent between the hos­ 
tile neighbors, but Mr. Ros3 interfered in 
time. 
Mr. Greer suggestedIthat the members of 
the Board t a k e a trip ont to look at the 
ros.d, but the idea was not approved. 
M r. Tebbets then offered a resolution 
declaring it tbe opinion of the Board that 
the Sheldon road's proper width was fifty 
feet. But nobody moved for the adoption 
of it, and the Supervisors sat looking at 
each other, while Mrs. Belcher and Mr. 
Patierson glared at one another ominously. 
Then it was Mr. Tebbet s turn to get 
m ad. 
Looking at the clock, he observed 
that it was past supper time, and he moved 
for an adjournment until this morning, 
adding warmly that he “did not propose to 
sit around ail day doing nothing.” 
Chairman Ross lost no tim e in declaring 
the motion carried. The war will probably 
be resumed to-dav. 


Another fall house listened to “ Fati- 
n itza” last night, as sung by the McNeill 
Club and the ladies’ auxiliary organiza­ 
tion.

CREE IS HELD.

Yesterday a pardon was issued by tbe 
Governor to A rthur D. January, who was 
undergoing a ten years' sentence for em ­ 
bezzling moneys ot the State while Deputy 
State Treasurer.

they are fam iliar to the public. A few 
weeks ago the R ecord-Union stated that 
renewed efforts were being made to have 
January pardoned, because of his rapidly 
declining health, and published letters 
from Judge Van Fleet and others to the 
Governor in his behalf. 
In granting the pardon the Executive 
refers at length to the argum ents urged in 
the prisoner’s behalf, and says the pardon 
is granted solely that the unfortunate 
young m an “m ay die outside the prison 
walls.” 


M o ld e r s E n Ito u te . 
About a dozen iron-molders w hoiecently 
csrne from the East to take the places of 
the strikeis in San Francisco, but who sub­ 
sequently joined the ranks of the strikers, 
passed through this city last evening on 
their way bacs East, w hither they are be­ 
ing sent by the strikers.

To his astonishm ent Cree claimed 
it as his own. snd asked Davidson if he 
did not remember having received $109 for 
it. • NatnraHy Davidson could not rem em ­ 
ber anything of tbe kind. 
“ It was a mean and sham eful conspiracy 
on the part of Cree and a couple of his 
chum s.” said a gentleman who is ac­ 
quainted with the particulars of the case 
yesterday, 
to defraud a poor old man, 
w ho is simple-minded and unsuspicious. 
I know of my own knowledge that Cree 
never paid a cent for tbe team.”

W illiam Muir, a prom inent citizen of 
Michigan Blnff, Placer county, was in the 
city yesterday, and to a Recobd-Union re­ 
porter gave a full and detailed account of 
the robbery of tbe stage running between 
that place and A uburn, which occurred on 
Monday afternoon last. The coach was in 
charge of Gordon Cowan, proprietor of the 
line. It left Michigan Bluff at G o’clock a 


m., w ith five passengers inside, and had 
reached a point w ithin one and one-half 
miles of A uburn at 2 o'clock p. m., when 
two masked men, one arm ed with a doubie- 
barreled shotgun and the other w ith a 40- 
caliber pistol, stepped suddenly from be­ 
hind a rock by the roadside, and com­ 
manded the driver to halt, which he did. 
“ hold u p y o u r h a n d s!” 
The robbers then ordered the five passen­ 
gers, one of whom was a Chinam an, to get 
out, stand in a row and hold up their 
hands. 
W hile the big robber, who carried 
the shotgun, covered the men with his 
weapon, his companion ordered the driver 
to throw out the two boxes of Wells, Fargo 
& Co., which was done. The driver was 
ordered to alight, but on his request to be 
allowed to hold his team and keep on the 
brake (the stage being on a down grade) he 
was not urther molested. 
The sm aller of the two robbers—the one 
who carried the pistol—then set to work to 
break open one of the boxes. H e took a 
m iner's drill-ham m er from his pocket and 
began pounding on the iid of the box, but 
soon broke the hamm er, and had to com­ 
plete the job with a stone. The box con­ 
tained only way-bills and other papers, 
and the disgusted robber replaced them 
and was about to break eipen the other box, 
when the driver informed him that it was 
empty, and asked him not to spoil it. 
lie 
shook it, and being satisfied that it con­ 
tained nothing, turned his attention to the 
passengers. 
The man with the shotgun directed the 
other to first disarm all who m ight have 
weapons on them , which he proceeded to 
do. securing a pistol from the Chinam an. 
W hen he came to Muir, the latter warned 
him to attem pt no fam iliarity further than 
to feel the outside of his clothing and sat­ 
isfy him self that he (Muir) had no weapon, 
as it was against his principles to allow 
any m an to rob him . 


“ g o in g t h r o u g h ” t h e p a s s e n g e r s. 
One of the passengers, named A. C. Bow­ 
man, was then relieved of a bowie-knife 
which he had secreted in one of his sleeves, 
and to which the attention of the robbers 
was directed by Bowman m aking a move­ 
m ent as if to get hold of the handle. He 
was ordered to withdraw the knife and 
throw it upon the ground, which he did. 
Then the work of robbery commenced. 
The first of the passengers made to dis­ 
gorge was the Chinaman, who gave up 
$1 40 in silver. H e had a large sum in 
gold stitched in his underclothing, how­ 
ever, which the robbers did not get. 
Bowman's purse, containing $20 in gold 
and a num ber of valuable gold specimens, 
was taken from him . The next person in 
the line was F rank Powell, one of the 
drivers on the stage 
line, 
but 
who 
was 
traveling 
as 
a 
passenger 
at 
the 
time. From 
him the robber got 
some 
small 
change, 
but 
returned 
a 
check for $200. He also returned Powell’s 
watch, at the request of Cowan, who told 
him that Powell was a stage-driver, and 
that it was not customary to rob the 
drivers. 
The next victim was a teamster. H e had 
but little money about him and gave it up 
with as much grace as possible. 


t h e n c a m e m u ib 's t u r n . 
H e had refused to obey tbe order to stand 
in the line, and the robbers saw they had a 
determined person to deal with. So the 
sm aller one approached him guardedly 
and poked his pistol into Muir's face, his 
companion m eantim e keeping the latter 
covered with the shotgun. 
Muir had had considerable experience of 
this kind on the same road in years past, 
and never for a mom ent lost his coolness 
and presence of m ind. Looking the little 
fellow straight in the eye he warned him 
not to lay hands upon him , and soon got 
the fellow's measure—or, more commonly 
speaking, had “sized him tip for all there 
was in him .” Seeing that he was a cow­ 
ard, and dared not shoot, Muir walked 
straight between him and the man with 
the bfiotgun. 
The latter threw his gun to his shoulder 
and commanded Muir to halt, w hich he 
did just long enough to catch the fellow’s 
eye. 


" a n o t h e r s t e p a n d i ' l l k i l l y o u !” 
Cried the highwayman. 
M uir satisfied 
him self that the other robber was in direct 
range with him self and the shotgun, and 
had full confidence in his own ability to 
evade the charge, should the larger robber 
shoot, and force the latter’s companion to 
receive it. 
M uir advanced another step, still keep­ 
ing his eyes on those of the m an before 
him . So confident was he of his own abil­ 
ity to avoid the shot that he determined to 
advance, compel the robber to fire and 
then jum p in and disarm him . 
“Stop, y o u ------------- !” hissed the high­ 
wayman. “Stop, or I ’ll blow your head 
o ff!” 
By this tim e the little fellow was shaking 
al! over with fear and excitement, and his 
pistol fell from his grasp upon the ground, 
white he began to beg his companion not 
to shoot. 
“ w h y d o n't y o u s h o o t , 
You d 
d coward?” was M uir’s defiant 
answer, as he saw the big fellow also begin 
to weaken. H e really wanted him 
to 
shoot, as he knew there would then be but 
one man instead of two to contend with, as 
the little fellow would surely be killed, and 
not he. 
it was a mom ent of thrilliDg suspense to 
all but Muir, who declares that he felt per­ 
fectly safe. ' As he stood there defying the 
highwayman to shoot, the latter was also 
seized with the “shakes,” altnough he tried 
to look determined. Realizing that m at­ 
ters were approaching a crisis, he told Muir 
that they would let him go and not try to 
rob him , rather than have to kill him. 
Muir says that owing to the p ossib ility of 
th e fellow s b ecom ing desperate and per­ 
haps ¡DjuriDg som ebody, h e concluded not 
to push m atters farther and 
ACCEPTED THE COMPROMISE. 
The passengers then all got into the 
coach and resumed their journey, the rob 
bers covering them with their weapons un­ 
til ont of sight. 
On reaching Auburn, the 
robbery was reported to the agent of Wells 
Fargo & Co. 
Mr. Muir said he felt quite confident that 
if Mr. Cowan could have left his horses to 
assist him , they would have been able to 
capture both the highwaymen and take 
them into camp. H e says he has been 
“stood up” a num ber of times, but was 
never yet robbed, and claims that by cool­ 
ness and presence of m ind a courageous 
man can stand off tbe average road agent.

B R A Z IL ’S CO NSTITUTIO N. 


T he N ew R ep u b lic W ill Copy A lte r th e 
U n ited S tates. 
Rio J aneiro, April Sth.—The Provis* 
ionai Government having decided that all 
the great popular measures so long de­ 
manded by the people, such as the aboli­ 
tion of slavery (¿breed from the Im perial 
Government in 188S), the separation of tbe 
Church from the State, the freedom of the 
press, liberty of worship, secularization of 
public cemeteries, naturalization of foreign­ 
ers, etc , is now trying to avoid the danger 
and inconvenience that attended the adop­ 
tion of the American Constitution. 
The men now at the head of affairs de­ 
sire to begin where the United States fin­ 
ished at, so as to take advantage of Ameri­ 
can experience. For this reason they have 
nom inated a num ber of well-known spe­ 
cialists to frame a Constitution, which ie to 
be presented to a Constitutional Assembly. 
The work of registering voters (all men 
of 21 years of age hat know hew to re.-.d 
and write) is being pushed rapidly. 
The framers hope to present a Constitu­ 
tion as much like the American Constitu­ 
tion as is consistent with the character of 
the Brazilian people. It will then be sub­ 
mitted to a direct vole of the people. It is 
already partially compiled. 
It declares the fatherland one aud indi­ 
visible. 
The republic is composed 
of 
Stales, Federal Districts, Provinces and 
Territories. Its Government is representa­ 
tive, federal and republican. 
Each State shall be governed by its own 
laws and the Federal Government shall in ­ 
terfere only for the purpose of guarantee­ 
ing a republican form of government, the 
sanction of sentences of Federal Courts 
and in case of rebellion the Provinces are 
to be regularly organized political bodies 
that require pecuniary assistance from the 
Federal Government. 
The Territories are the unorganized or 
uninhabited parts of the republic. The 
Federal Districts will consist of any m u­ 
nicipality that may be chosen for the Fed­ 
eral Capital. 
The most im portant recent event was 
the resignation in a body of the Rio J a ­ 
neiro Municipal 
Intendency, in conse­ 
quence of a decree subjecting certain of 
their acts to the approval of the Govern­ 
ment. The new Intendency, headed by 
Dr Amarali, has made an excellent im ­ 
pression by suspending the code of m u ­ 
nicipal laws framed by the old Board, and 
which has given great dissatisfaction. 
Secretary of State Blaine has sent a cir­ 
cular to all the Ministers and Consuls, pos­ 
sibly in South America, certainly in Brazil, 
requesting information in regard to the 
means of extending American trade with 
the:r localities. 
If American trade is to 
make headway in Brazil great improve­ 
ment in the mail service is demanded, as it 
is now very bail.
